Alexander Johnston Cassatt was j 


born in Pitisburg. December 8. 1S39. i 
His father. Roberi S. Cassatt, was for 
a number of years closely identified 
with the financial and industrial in- 
terests of Western Pennsylvania, and 
was the first mayor of Allegheny City. 
The elder Cassatt removed to Europe 
and young Gassatt took up a course of 
study in the University of Darmstadt.

FUNERAL OF 


A. J. CASSATT 


Philadelphia, Jan. 1.—With services 


brief but impressive, and attended by 
less than 200 persons, the funeral of 
Alexander J. Cassatt, president of the 
Pennsylvania railroad system, was 
held from Ms city residence, 202 West 
Rittenhouse Square. Services were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. William C. 
Richardson, rector of St. James' Pro- 
testant Episcopal church. 


At the head of the casket sat W. A. 


Patton, assistant to Mr. Cassatt. and 
the latter's two sons. Robert Kelso 
Cassatt and Captain Edward Cassatt, 
U. S. A. For many of the older em- 
ployes Mr. Patton had a word or two 
or a nod. After the employes had 
gone Mrs. Cassatt and her daughter, 
with the other relatives and friends, 
came into the room and the services- 
were begun. About the casket were 
grouped many of the foremost rail- 
road men and financiers of the United 
States. 


The body of Mr. Cassatt rested in a 


plain mahogany casket covered with 
black cloth. Severely plain silver han- 
dles were at the sides. On the lid was

sau's name, tlie date of his birth, De- 
cember 8, 1839, and the date of his 
death, December 28, 1906. About the 
casket and here and there in the hand- 
some room vrere flowers and "candles 
in huge candelabra.

Pitiful Scenes at Morgue. 


Heartrending and pitiful were tho 
scenes at the city morgue, where hun- 
dreds of persons have flocked to as- 
sist the police In the Identification of 
the dead. Women, girls and even men 
with iron nerves shrieked, sobbed and 
fainted as their relatives or friends 
were 
found 
among the 32 corpses 
strewn about the floor. Coffins, wicker 
baskets and winding sheets were found 
on all sides. It was a day never to be 
forgotten. 


Oiflclals of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad are conducting an investiga- 
tion of the wreck in Baltimore for the 
purpose of placing the responsibility 
for the terrible disaster.

den of the blame would fall upon tho 
engineer and crew of the extra. 
Tho 
flvo members of the crew, who wore 
arrested shortly after the accident, are 
now being held to await the result of 
the ofllcial investigation. They 
are:

Gazing vacantly between tho iron 
bars of his cell at the police station.

wreckage of tho car was so ground up 
that it makes a pile of twisted iron 
and wood scvircel^r as high as a roll- 
top desk and not more than seven or 
eight feet long. 


This coach was filled with men, wo- 
men and children, there being hardly 
a vacant seat. As the sides were ripped 
off the passengers by the force of tho 
shock were thrown Qut in all direc- 
tions. It was here that the greatest 
number of killed were found. Of the 
GO or more passengers in the car, only 
one woman escaped. She was thrown 
some 50 or more feet from the track.

FUNERAL OF 
A. J. CASSATT 


Philadelphia. Jan. 1.—With services 
brief but impressive, and attended by 
less than 200 persons, the funeral of 
Alexander J. Gassatt, president of tho 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
system, 
was 
held from his city residence. 202 West 
RIttenhouse 
Square. 
Services 
were 
conducted 
by 
Rev. Dr. William G. 
Richardson, rector of S t James' Pro- 
testant Episcopal church. 


At the head of the casket sat W- A. 
Patton, assistant to Mr. Gassatt. and 
the latter's two sons, Robert Kelso 
Cassatt and Captain Edward Gassatt, 
U. S. A. 
For many of the older em- 
ployes Mr. Patton had a word or two 
or a nod. 
After the employes had 
gone Mrs. Gassatt and her daughter, 
with the other relatives and friends, 
came Into the room and the services 
were begun. 
About the casket were 
grouped many of the foremost rail- 
road men and financiers of the United 
States. 


The body of Mr. Gassatt rested in a 
plain mahogany casket covered with 
black cloth. Severely plain silver han- 
dles were at the sides. On the lid was 
a plain silver plate, bearing Mr, Gas- 
satt's name, the date of his birth, De- 
cember 8, 1839, and the date of his 
death, December 28, 190G. About the 
casket and here and there in the hand- 
some room were flowers and candles 
in huge candelabra. 


Interment was made in the Cassatt 
family lot 
This is in the burying 
ground 
of 
the Church 
of the 
Re- 
deemer, Bryn Mawr, of which Mr. Cas- 
satt was long a communicant 
The 
journey from RIttenhouse Square to 
Bryn Mawr was made in carriages de- 
spite the muddy roads and inclement 
weather. 
It was Mrs, Cassatt's desire 
that this be done, although the Penn- 
sylvania railroad oiflclals would have 
liked to put a special train at her 
disposal. 


Mr, Gassatt, who was a little more 
Mr. Gassatt, who was a little more 
than 67 years of age, was stricken with 
heart disease, and died before assist- 
ance could be given him. 
He was a 
victim of an acute heart attack known 
professionally as "the Stokes-Adams 
Syndrome." 


Though Mr. Cassatt's death was en- 
tirely unexpected, he had been In ill 
health for nearly a year. His condition 
was aggravated by an attack of whoop- 
ing cough, which he contracted from 
his grandchildren while at Bar Har- 
bor in September. 
He never entirely 
recovered from the effects of the at- 
tack, and when he returned to Phila- 
delphia he remained for several week» 
at his country home in Haverford be- 
fore he resumed his arduous duties in 
connection with the management of 
the railroad and its allied interests. 


Died In a Chair. 


Mr. Cassatt spent much of his time 
driving, and he was out as late as last 
Monday, Subsequently he was known 
to have been confined to bed at his 
residence 
at 
202 West RIttenhouse 
Sauare, but even then his condition 


was not regarded as alarmmg. 
wnile 
not feollng entirely well, Mr. Cassatt 
arose from his bed, but remained in 
his room. 
He seemed to be in good 
spirits, and his family was not alarmed 
about his condition and had no thought 
of his death. While sitting in a chair 
in his apartments, he suffered 
an 
acute heart attack and became uncon- 
scious. 
His wife and his daughter, 
Mrs. W. Plunkelt Stewart were with 
him, and his private physician, Dr. J, 
H. Musser. was summoned, but he was 
dead when the physician arrived. Dr. 
Musser said that death had been al- 
most Instantaneous. 


A. J. Cassatt's Career. 


Alexander 
Johnston 
Gassatt 
was 
born in Pittsburg, December 8i 1839. 
His father, Robert S. Gassatt, was for 
a number of years closely Identified 
with the 
financial 
and industrial In- 
terests of Western Pennsylvania, and 
was tho first mayor of Allegheny City, 
The elder Cassatt removed to Europe 
and young (^ssatt took up a course of 
study in the University of Darmstadt 
Upon his return to America he en- 
tered the' Rensselaer Polytechnic Col- 
lege. at Troy. N. Y., from yfhich 
insti- 
tution he was graduated In 1859 as a 
civil engineer. From this time on his 
rise in the railway world was rapid. 
In 18G1 he was appointed a rodman on 
the Pennsylvania railroad. The ability 
BhoAvn in this post attracted the notice 
of his superiors, and when, in 1864, 
the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company 
assumed control of tho Philadelphia & 
Erie railroad, Mr. Cassatt was trans- 
ferred to Rsnovo, Pa., and Intrusted 


ivlth the duties of resident engineer of 
the middle division. He held important 
positions 
with 
tho 
Philadelphia & 
Erie and the Pennsylvania 
railroad 
until 1871, when he was made general 
manager of all the Pennsylvania rail- 
road lines east of Pittsburg and Brie, 
an office of which he was the 
first 
incumbent 
After the death of J. Ed- 
gar Thomson, president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company, a reor- 
ganization of the higher officials be- 
came necessary, and Mr, Gassatt was, 
on July 1, 1874, advanced to the posi- 
tion of third vice jrresident which of- 
fice he filled until June 1, 1880, when, 
upon the retirement of Colonel Thomas 
A. Scott, then president of the com- 
pany, and the accession to the presi- 
dency of George B. Roberts, he be- 
came first vice president On Septem- 
ber 30, 1882, he voluntarily resigned 
his oflice and retired to private life. 
On September 12, 1883. he was elect- 
ed a director of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company, and was elected presi- 
dent of the same company on June 9, 
1899. Shortly thereafter he was elect- 
ed president of the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington & Baltimore .Railroad com- 
pany, the Northern Central Railway 
company, the Pennsylvania company 
and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
& S t Louis Railway company.

Pitiful Scenes at Morgue. 
Heartrending and pitiful were the 
scenes at the city morgue, where hun­ 
dreds of persons have flocked to as­ 
sist the pojice in the identification of 
the dead. Women, girls and even men 
with iron nerves shrieked, sobbed and 
fainted as their relatives or friends 
were 
found 
among the 32 corpses 
strewn about the floor. Coffins, wicker 
baskets and winding sheets were found 
on all sides. It was a day never to be 
forgotten. 


Officials of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad are conducting an investiga­ 
tion of the wreck in Baltimore for the 
purpose of placing the responsibility 
for the terrible disaster. 


General Superintendent Todd exon­ 
erated Milton W, Phillips, the operator 
at the Takoma block station, the last 
signal station that the equipment train 
passed before crashing into the pas­ 
senger train at Terra Cotta. The su­ 
perintendent 
declares 
that Phillips 
was obeying instructions when he 
went home at 6.30 o'clock, leaving the 
•‘double green" signal burning. While 
making no positive charge, Superin­ 
tendent Todd intimated that the bur­ 


den of the blame would fall upon tho 
engineer and crew of the extra. 
The 
flvo members of the crew, who wore 
arrested shortly after the accident, are 
now being held to await the result of 
the official investigation. They are: 
Harry H. Hildebrand, engineer; Ira C. 
McClelland, fireman; Frank F. Hoff- 
meyer, 
conductor; 
Ralph 
Rutter, 
brakeman, and William A. Norris, bag- 
gagemaster. 


Gazing vacantly between tho Iron 
bars of his cell at the police station, 
Engineer Hildebrand is too full of emo­ 
tion to make any definite statement. 
"It will all come su i at the investiga­ 


tion/* he said; "I don't believe that 
there is anything for me to say, and I 
couldn’t say it if there was.” 
Before 
he was arrested the engineer made a 
statement to the Associated Press, in 
which he declared that if the danger 
signal light was displayed at Takoma 
he failed to see it on account of tho 
dense fog. 


The impetus of the heavy freight 
cars behind the engine was so great 
that it simply ground up the coach 
which had been struck. 
Except two 
sides of the coach, which were ripped 
off, there is not a timber used in the 
construction of the coach now more 
than two feet in length. 
It was twist­ 
ed, splintered and ground into bits so 
small that they could have been put 
into an ordinary market basket The 
wreckage of tho car was so ground up 
that it makes a pile of twisted Iron 
and wood scarcely as high as a roll­ 
top desk and not more than seven or 
eight feet long. 


This coach was filled with men, wo­ 
men and children, there being hardly 
a vacant seat. As the sides were ripped 
off the passengers by the force of tho 
shock were thrown qut in all direc­ 
tions. It was here that the greatest 
number of killed were found. Of the 
50 or more passengers in the car, only 
one woman escaped. She was thrown 
some 50 or more feet from the track. 


After plowing through the rear car 
the freight telescoped the next two 
passenger coaches, and swept the en­ 
tire passenger train along with it. 


FUNERAL OF 


A. J. CASSATT 


Philadelphia, Jan. 1.—With services 
brief but impressive, and attended by 
less than 200 persons, the funeral of 
Alexander J. Cassatt, president of tho 
Pennsylvania railroad 
system, 
was 
held from his city residence, 202 West 
Rittenhouse 
Square. 
Services 
were 
conducted 
by 
Rev. Dr. William C. 
Richardson, rector of S t James’ Pro­ 
testant Episcopal church. 


At the head of the casket sat W. A. 


Patton, assistant to Mr. Cassatt, and 
the latter’s two sons, Robert Kelso 
Cassatt and Captain Edward Cassatt, 
U. S. A. 
For many of the older em­ 
ployes Mr. Patton had a word or two 
or a nod. 
After the employes had 
gone Mrs. Cassatt and her daughter, 
with the other relatives and friends,, 
came into the room and the services 
were begun. 
About the casket were 
grouped many of the foremost rail­ 
road men and financiers of the United 
States. 


The body of Mr. Cassatt rested in a 
plain mahogany casket covered with 
black cloth. Severely plain silver han­ 
dles were at the sides. On the lid was 
a slain silver plate, bearing Mr. Cas­ 
satt’s name, the date of his birth, De­ 
cember 8, 1839, and the date of his 
death, December 28, 1906. About the 
casket and here and there in the hand­ 
some room were flowers and candles 
in huge candelabra. 


Interment was made in the Cassatt 
family lot. 
This is In the burying 
ground of the Church of the Re­ 
deemer, Bryn Mawr, of which Mr. Cas­ 
satt was long a communicant 
The 
journey from Rittenhouse Square to 
Bryn Mawr was made in carriages de­ 
spite the muddy roads and Inclement 
weather. 
It was Mrs. Cassatt's desire 
that this be done, although the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad officials would have 
liked to put a special train a t her 
disposal, 


Mr. Cassatt, who was a little more 
Mr. Cassatt, who was a little more 
than 67 years of age, was stricken with 
heart disease, and died before assist­ 
ance could be given him. 
He was a 
victim of an acute heart attack known 
professionally as “the Stokes-Adams 
Syndrome.” 


Though Mr. Cassatt's death was en­ 
tirely unexpected, he had been in ill 
health for nearly a year. His condition 
was aggravated by an attack of whoop­ 
ing cough, which he contracted from 
his grandchildren while at Bar Har­ 
bor in September. He never entirely 
recovered from the effects of the at­ 
tack, and when he returned to Phila­ 
delphia he remained for several weeks 
at his country home in Haverford be­ 
fore he resumed his arduous duties in 
connection with the management of 
the railroad and its allied interests. 


Died In a Chair. 


Mr. Cassatt spent much of his time 
driving, and he was out as late as last 
Monday. Subsequently he was known 
to have been confined to bed at his 
residence 
at 
202 West Rittenhouse 
Square, but even then his condition 


was not regarded as alarming, wniie 
not feeling entirely well, Mr. Cassatt 
arose from his bed, but remained in 
his room. 
He seemed to be in good 
spirits, and his family was not alarmed 
about his condition and had no thought 
of his death. While sitting in a chair 
in his apartments, he suffered 
an 
acute heart attack and became uncon­ 
scious. 
His wife and his daughter, 
Mrs. W. Plunkett Stewart, were with 
him, and his private physician, Dr. J. 
H. Musser, was summoned, but he was 
dead when the physician arrived. Dr. 
Musser said that death had been al­ 
most instantaneous. 


A. J. Cassatt’s Career. 


Alexander 
Johnston 
Cassatt 
was 
born in Pittsburg, December 8i 1839. 
His father, Roberi S. Cassatt, was for 
a number of years closely identified 
with the financial and industrial in­ 
terests of Western Pennsylvania, and 
was tho first mayor of Allegheny City. 
The elder Cassatt removed to Europe 
and young Gassatt took up a course of 
study in the University of Darm stadt 
ITpon his return to America he en­ 
tered the* Rensselaer Polytechnic Col­ 
lege, at Troy, N. Y., from ^liich Insti­ 
tution he was graduated in 1859 as a 
civil engineer. From this time on his 
rise in the railway world was rapid. 
In 1861 he was appointed a rodman on 
the Pennsylvania railroad. The ability 
shown in this post attracted the notice 
of his superiors, and when, in 1864, 
the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company 
assumed control of the Philadelphia & 
Erio railroad, Mr. Cassatt was trans­ 
ferred to Renovo, Pa., and intrusted 
frith the duties of resident engineer of 
the middle division. He held important 
positions 
with 
the 
Philadelphia & 
Erie and the Pennsylvania railroad 
until 1871, when he was made general 
manager of all the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road lines east of Pittsburg and Erie, 
an office of which he was the first 
Incumbent After the death of J. Ed­ 
gar Thomson, president of the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad company, a reor­ 
ganization of the higher officials be­ 
came necessary, and Mr. Cassatt was, 
on July 1, 1S74, advanced to the posi­ 
tion of third vice president, which of­ 
fice he filled until June 1, 1880, when, 
upon the retirement of Colonel Thomas 
A. Scott, then president of the com­ 
pany, and the accession to the presi­ 
dency of George B. Roberts, he be­ 
came first vice president On Septem­ 
ber 30, 1882, he voluntarily resigned 
his office and retired to private life. 
On September 12, 1883, he was elect­ 
ed a director of the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road company, and was elected presi­ 
dent of the same company on June 9, 
1899. Shortly thereafter he was elect­ 
ed president of the Philadelphia, Wil­ 
mington & Baltimore .Railroad com­ 
pany, the Northern Central Railway 
company, the Pennsylvania company 
and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago 
& S t Louis Railway company. 


BUILT MANY LOCOMOTIVES 


Baldwin's, In Philadelphia, Turned Out 
2652 During 1906.

USES. 


Good For Indigestion, But Not a Ri- 
val or Grain Prodnct. 


Banana flour is a cure for acute 
indigestion, according to oillcials of 
tho Department of Commerce and 
Labor. 
Tho product is much in de- 
mand in England, says a report just 
received from London. 
It is so little 
usfcid in this country, that statistics 
of its manufacture and sale are not 
collected by the government. Banana 
flour was spoken of a few years ago 
as a great discovery that was likely to 
play an important part in competi- 
tion with cereal 
floui\ 
But the con- 
clusion of tho ecperts now is that it 
stands no chance of competition with 
coreal 
flour. 
The cost of manufac- 
ture, which is put in the lowest fig- 
ure at ?120 a ton. exclusive of pack- 
ing and freight, seems to put it out 
of competition. 


At the same time the department 
oillcials say that the flour has its 
uses and is very beneficial in cases of 
diseases, 
and 
for infants and 
in- 
valids. 
and 
in 
acute 
indigestion. 
What is needed is a cheaper method 
of manufacture if it is to enter the 
market as a serious competitor with 
grain 
flour.—Washington 
Post. 
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PRISONERS ON A CHIMNÏ3Y, 
"Unravel your stocking. John; be- 
gin at the toe;" was tho sentence 
which 
every 
old 
tira9 
schoolboy 
learned well, for it appeared in the 
school readers of a generation ago. 
It was the solution found by a quick- 
witted wife for the problem of rescu- 
Inc her husband from tho top of a 
ta'l chimney. 
When he ha(^ let down 
an end of r raveling she tied a piece 
of string to it and eventually sent 
him up a rope. 
Something of tlie 
same sort happened not long ago to 
two chimney builders on Staten Isl- 
and, says a writer in the New York 
Sun. 


They wore up on the top of a big 
new concrete chimney, over one hun- 
dred and sixty feet tall, and started 
to complété their job by tearing away 
the scaffolding on the inside as they 
worked down. 
There was a ladder 
running all the way down. 
The men 
stood on some planks about ten feet 
down from the top. 
They ripped ni) 
the planks one by one. and shot them 
down inside the shaft. 
The next to 
the last one. however, was a llltle 
crooked, glanced from the wall, hit 
the ladder, and in a twinkling tore 
several sections out and left the men 
standing on a single plank, six feet 
long and two 
feet wide, with 
no 
means of getting np or down. 


It was then noon and for more 
than 
four 
hours they 
alternately 
whistled and shouted in a vain at- 
tempt to attract attention. 
It was 
nearly 
five 
o'clock 
when 
another 
workman happened to come into the 
chimney at the bottom 
and 
heard 
their cries. 
A crowd quickly gath- 
ered, and began to wonder what they 
could do to help. 
Meanwhile the 
prisoners had not been idle; they »had 
torn their shirts to narrow strips and 
made a rope of them, and this they 
sent down the chimney slov/ly. 


Firemen were soon on hand, and 
attached a light line to the cloth rope 
and sent it up. 
The chief's idea was 
that If th?y threw it over the top of 
the chimney and let it down to tho 
ground, lie could anrhor it there, and 
they could safely slide dov/n the in- 
side. 


They threw it over the top, but 
there it stuck, fastened in the soft 
concrete, and soon they couldn*t pull 
it toward them nor pay It out; yet 
they dared not trust their weight on 
it. 
For some time tne rescue was 
halted, but at last another rope was 
secured, and with the line already 
in hand this was 
hauled 
up 
and 
thrown over the chimney rim. 
It 
went without sticking, and was se- 
cured on the outside. 


The scaffolding that held in place 
was only about fifty feet below the 
men, but they had used so much of 
their clothing in making ropes that 
they were both badly burned in slid- 
ing that distance. 
However, they 
r».ched the ground In safety, and in 
a few days were back at work again, 
none the worse for the adventure.

In looking over some family paper» 
and bundles of old letters, I discov- 
ered one written more than half 
a 
century ago by Mrs. Jeffereys, 
o£ 
Elarney Castle, County Cork, which 
contains an account oi a circumstance 
Interesting of itself as an Instance of 
heroism on the part of the narrator 
toward her brother,the Earl of Clare, 
and so valuable, as bringing to light 
a remarkable event connected with 
the history of those troubled times, 
that I feel 1 am only discharging a 
duty in submitting it to the notice 
of the society. 


The letter is dated No. 9 Moles- 
worth street, July, 1807, and, among 
other matters, Mrs. Jeffreys writes as 
follows: 


•On the day Lord Fitzwllliam wa« 
recalled, when my brother (as Chan- 
cellor) WAS returning from the cas- 
tle, 
after 
having 
assisted at 
the 
swearing in of tho newly arrived lord 
lieutenant, a ferocious mob of no less 
than five thousand men and several 
hundred women assembled together 
in College Green, and all along the 
avenue 
leading 
to 
my 
brother's 
house. 
Tho male part of the insur- 
gents were armed with pistols, cut- 
lasses, sledges, saws, crowbars, and 
every 
other 
weapon 
necessary 
to 
break open ray brother's house; and 
the women were all of them armed 
with their 
aprons 
full of 
paving 
stones. 
The ferocious and furious 
mob 
began 
to 
throw 
showers of 
stones into my brother's coach, at his 
coachman's head and his horses; they 
•SYOunded my brother in the temple, 
in College Green, and. if ho had not 
sheltered 
himself 
by 
holding -his 
great square oflicial purse before him 
he. would have been stoned to death 
b e ^ r e he arrived (through the back 
yard) at his own house, where, with 
several smithy 
sledges, they 
were 
working hard to break into his hall 
door, while some others of them had 
ropes ready to fix up his lamp iron 
to hang him the moment they could 
find him—when I arrived disguised 
in my kitchen maid's dress, my blue 
apron full of stones, 
i mingled with 
this numerous mob and addressed a 
pale sickly man. saying: 'My dear 
jew'l, what'll become of hus! 
I am 
after running from the castle to tell 
yeas all that a regiment of hos is 
galloping down here to thrample hus,- 
etc. 
Oh! yea, yea, where will we 
go?" 
Then they cried, 'Hurry, hur- 
ry—the hos is coming to charge and 
thrample hus! 
Hurry for the Cus- 
tom House.' 
And In loss than 
a 
minute the crowd dispersed. 


then procured a surgison for my 
brother, and a guard to prevent an- 
other attack, and thus I saved Lord 
Clare's life, at the risk of being torn 
limb from limb, if I had been recog- 
nized by any of the mob."—Notes 
and Queries.

The fundamental value of.tungsten

lamps lies in Its 
enormously high point of melting, or 
volatilization, as there is some doubt 
about Its actually melting prior to 
passing into vapor. 
In this'respect 
it, perhaps, resembles carbon 
and 
non-metallLc elements, as should, in- 
deed, be expectcd from Its chemical 
position. 
As a metal in the common 
sense of the word, tungsten is un- 
known. 
It has not, for instance, been 
reduced to an ingot from which any- 
thing could be hammered or cut or 
drawn, and, perhaps, it never can bo 
60 tx'eated. 


"Washing a hill away" is a process 
employed by a land 
improvement 
company near Baltimore.

BANANA FLOUR USES. 


Good For Indigestion, B ut Not a Ri­ 
val of Grain Product. 


Banana flour is a cure for acute 
indigestion, according to oiflcial3 of 
tho Department of Commerce and 
Labor. 
The product is much in de­ 
mand in England, says a report just 
received from London. 
It is so little 
ust?d in this country that statistics 
of its manufacture and sale are not 
collected by the government. Banana 
flour was spoken of a few years ago 
as a great discovery that was likely to 
play an im portant part in competi­ 
tion with cereal flour. 
But the con­ 
clusion of the ecperts now is that it 
stands no chance of competition with 
coreal flour. 
The cost of manufac­ 
ture, which is put in the lowest fig­ 
ure at $120 a ton, exclusive of pack­ 
ing and freight, seems to put it out 
of competition. 


At the same time the department 
officials say that tho flour has its 
uses and is very beneficial in cases of 
diseases, and for infants and in­ 
valids, 
and 
in 
acute 
indigestion. 
W hat is needed is a cheapor method 
of manufacture if it Is to enter the 
marlcot as a serious competitor with 
grain flour.— Washington Post,

The next to

crooked, glanced from the wall, hit 
the ladder, and In a twinkling tore 
several sections out and left the men 
standing on a single plank, six feet 
long and two feet wide, with no 
means of getting up or down. 


It was then noon and for more 
than 
four 
hours they alternately 
whistled and shouted in a vain at­ 
tempt to attract attention. 
It was 
nearly five o’clock when 
another 
workman happened to come into the 
chimney at the bottom 
and heard 
their cries. 
A crowd quickly gath­ 
ered, and began to wonder what they 
could do to help. 
Meanwhile the 
prisoners had not been idle; th e y ‘had 
torn their shirts to narrow strips and 
made a rope of them, and this they 
sent down the chimney slowly. 


Firemen were soon on hand, and 
attached a light line to the cloth rope 
and sent it up. 
The chief’s idea was 
that if th?y threw it over the top of 
the chimney and let it down to tho 
ground, he could anchor it there, and 
they could safely slide down the in­ 
side. 


They threw it over the top, but 
there it stuck, fastened In the soft 
concrete, and soon they couldn’t pull 
it toward them nor pay it out; yet 
they dared not trust their weight on 
it.

The scaffolding that held in place 
was only about fifty feet below the 
men, but they had used so much of 
their clothing in making ropes that 
they were both badly burned in slid­ 
ing that distance.

As it was cautiously jibed, prepar­ 
atory to bringing it to, to lower sail, 
the boy, against orders, got down to 
leeward, and when the foresail sheet 
gathered itself up and with the crack 
of a pistol went rig*d as a bar of steel, 
it caught the astonished boy beneath 
the armpits, hoisted him into the air, 
and shot him twenty yards away into 
the glooming seas. 


Uncle Dick stood on the weather 
quarter and saw, and as he stood, 
plunged oyer the stern after tho boy.

helm hard down and all hands hard­ 
ening in the sheets, it will be four 
hundred yards to leeward in the time 
that you can say it.

tlie old man. spent by sickness 
mmbered with the vast weight 
ling, the new arival collected 
all he could of the floating stuff and 
fought his way to his fast-drowning 
shipmates. 


“Cheer up, Uncle Dick! 
Hold on* 
uncle!** the boy kept saying. 
“Hero 
she comes! 
I see Roger’s face quite 
l^ain, I do.“ 


At last all wore alongside, and tho 
exhausted men were taken on board. 


A SISTER’S COURAGE. 


In looking over some family papers 
and bundles of old letters, I discov­ 
ered one written more than half a 
century ago by Mrs. Jeffereys, 
of 
Elarney Castle, County Cork, which 
contains an account ot a circumstance 
interesting of itself as an Instance of 
heroism on the part oJF the narrator 
toward her brother,the Earl of Clare, 
and so valuable, as bringing to light 
a remarkable event connected with 
the history of those troubled times, 
that I feel 1 am only discharging a 
duty in submitting it to the notice 
of tho society. 


The letter is dated No. 9 Moles- 
worth street, July, 1807, and, among 
other matters, Mrs. Jeffreys writes as 
follows: 


'On the day Lord Fitzwilliam was 
recalled, when my brother (as Chan­ 
cellor) was returning from the cas­ 
tle, 
after 
having 
assisted at the 
swearing in of tho newly arrived lord 
lieutenant, a ferocious mob of no less 
than five thousand men and several 
hundred women assembled together 
in College Green, and all along the 
avenue 
leading 
to 
my 
brother’s 
house. 
The male part of the insur­ 
gents were armed with pistols, cut­ 
lasses, sledges, saws, crowbars, and 
every 
other 
weapon 
necessary to 
break open my brother’s house; and 
the women were all of them armed 
with their 
aprons full 
of 
paving 
stones. 
The ferocious and furious 
mob 
began to throw 
showers of 
stones into my brother’s coach, at his 
coachman’s head and his horses; they 
wounded my brother in the temple, 
in College Greenj an d if he had not 
sheltered 
himself 
by 
holding -his 
great square official purse before him 
he. would have been stoned to death 
before he arrived (through the back 
yard) at his own house, where, with 
several sm ithy sledges, they were 
working hard to break into his hall 
door, while some others of them had 
ropes ready to fix up his lamp iron 
to hang him the moment they could 
find him— when I arrived disguised 
in my kitchen maid’s dress, my blue 
apron full of stones. 
1 mingled with 
this numerous mob and addressed a 
palo sickly man, saying: ‘My dear 
jew ’l, w hat’ll become of hus! 
I am 
after running from the castle to tell 
yeas all that a regiment of hos is 
galloping down here to thrample hus,. 
etc. 
Oil! yea, yea, where will we 
go?*' 
Then they cried, 'Hurry, hur­ 
ry— the hos is coming to charge and 
thrample hus! 
H urry for the Cus­ 
tom House.* 
And in less than 
a 
minute the crowd dispersed. 


“I then procured a surgeon for my 
brother, and a guard to prevent an­ 
other attack, and thus I saved Lord 
Clare’s life, at the risk of being torn 
limb from limb, if I had been recog­ 
nized by any of the mob.*’— Notes 
and Queries. 


SAVED BY A LOOKING GLASS. 


A peculiar experience and a m ar­ 
velous escape are described in Mr. 
James Lumsden’s book, “The Skipper 
Parson.“ 
A Newfoundland clergy­ 
man was crossing a frozen harbor 
when the ice broke under his feet. He 
clung to the edge of the ice, but be- 
in*; a very heavy man, he could do 
nothing to extricate himself from his 
perilous position. He must soon have 
perished but for a circumstance of a 
strange and unusual character. 


Joseph Kean, an invalid, lay on his 
bed in one of the houses overlooking 
the harbor. 
Although hi* bed »vas 
placed near the window, he was un­ 
able to raise^ himself sufficiently to 
enjoy the view, and had overcome 
this diinculty by means of a looking- 
glass, which he always kept at his 
bedside. 


By the manipulation of the glass 
he could seo all parts of the harbor. 
In this daily lookout he found relief 
from the monotony of his long ill­ 
ness. 
Thus employed, he saw Mr. 
Bullen in his .extremely dangerous 
position. 


He took up his glass at tho very 
moment of tho occurrence. 
He In­ 
stantly sounded an excited alarm. The 
peril of their beloved minister was 
quickly known throughout the entire 
place, With great difficulty, by means 
of ro^es and poles, Mr. 
Bullen was 
rescued.

Signals to People of Mobile. 


Sea birds soaring in from Mobile 


Bay sounded tie first note of alarm 
and in true Paul Revere style warn- 
ed the people of that stricken city 
of the approach of the coast storm 
that Uter brought such havoc to life 
and property. 
Through some inex- 


plainabie atmospheric condition these 
sea birds have advance knowledge 
of coming storms, and they invariab- 
ly seek the shelter of the island coun- 
try. Not only do they look to their 
own safety, but they s-hrlek loudly as 
they soar to cover and herald their 
note of warning to man and beast. 


As early as Sunday night the peo- 


ple of Mobile had given recognition 
to the first flights of "Mother Gary's 
chickens," a. ratter timorous sea bird, 
which were coming in droves from 
the coast end passing Mobile in their 
early haste 
for shelter. 
Monday 


morning the more courageous 
sea 


gulls began to follow in the path. 
of the timid "Mother Cary's chick- 
ens," and later in the day whole 
flocks of pelicans brought up the rear 
of the procession that was headed to 
safety. 


The shril! notes of these frightened 


birds could be 
plainly heard above 


the din and noise of the busy city, 
and in the outskirts tieir presence 
had been widely commented upon 
and accepted as a sure forerunner of 
the disaster that followed so soon 
after. 
The people had no further 


knowledge of the coming storm than 
that supplied by these aquatic birds 
but that was assurance enough to 
satisfy all that a storm was invad- 
ing the coast section and that it 
might take its coarse up the bay. 


Throughout Monday the presence 


of the frightened birds from the coast 
was the feature of conversation. By 
Monday night there had been such 
a. general storm discussion that the 
people of Mobile no longer doubted 
the storm's coming, but only specu- 
lated on the time of its arrival. The 
day and eight of Monday had been 
a period of warning and early Tues- 
day morning the first signs of the 
storm were visible. By Tuesday night 
Mobile was a stricken city the extent 
of life and property loss still being 
a matter of much doubt, but sufficient 
to have it recorded as among the 
notable disasters of the year.—Mem- 
phis Commercial Appeal.

HIGH VELOCITIES SPOIL GUNS. 


Coast Defense Weapon Would Not 


Last Through Single Engage- 


ment. 


That the twelve-inch gun now in 


use at most of the coast fortifica- 
tions of the United States would not 
last through an engagement of two 
hours is the assertion made in Ms 
annual report by Brig.-Gen. William 
Crozier, chief of ordnance. 


Tfils is the period that would elapse 


from the time the leading vessel of 
a fleet would come within range u 
til the last vessel would pass beyond 
range.

Crozier thinks that It is of the 


utmost importance that some method 
be devised whereby necessary gun 
power can be secured with less cas: 
than is involved in using the pro 
jectiles of very high velocities now 
employed, with 
the

The twelve-inch gun will last fo; 


about sixty pounds, and as it is cap 
able of being fired forty-five times 
an hour, the limit of Its life could 
be reached In less than an hour and 
a half.

HYDRANGEA PAXICULATA. 


This magnificent hardy shrub de- 


serves better treatment than it gets. 
If left to grow as it pleases, the weak 
stems cannot support its panicles of 
bloom, and mast be tied or propped 
up. 
To get the best results set a 


three-year-old plant, give it a. well 
drained situation, away from other 
plants; feed it well, remove all buds 
and prune severely for two years, 
and the third year you will have a 
plant with thick, stocky stem which 


ill give you magnificent returns for 


your care. The shrub is hardy as aa 
oak, and will almost take care of it- 
self, but appreciates good treatment.

QUICK WORK. 


The rapidity with which an ex- 


perienced picker can gather apples, 
•where the picking is good, is aston- 
ishing. One picker has a record of 
gathering 100 barrels of apples be- 
tween daylight and 6 o'clock In the 
afternoon. Two barrels were picked 
in just ten minutes, being at the rate 
of 120 barrels for ten hours. Such 
picking is not desirable, but It sim- 
ply demonstrates how extremely 
active and skillful some pickers may 
become by constant practice. It may 
be said that a good, fair day's work 
should average eighteen to twenty 
barrels; this means, with good picK- 
ing, that the fruit should be carefully 
picked and placed in the basket, and 
emptied into the barrels in such a 
manner as to prevent bruising. 


Apples should never be handled 


but twice, once from the tree and 
again from the sorting table. When 
the sorting and packing is done in 
the field, the picker may deposit his 
apples direct upon the table; other- 
wise, they should be placed in boxes, 
crates or barrels, and be removed at 
once to the packing-house, at which 
place they will be cooler, and sorted 
at some later time. 


HOW TO WATER PLANTS. 
Improper watering is often the 


cause of failure with plants. 
The 


usual plan is to daily sprinkle a small 
Quantity of water in each pot con- 
taining a plant. If those who water 
plants in this manner, as most be- 
ginners do, could see the florist water 
his plants, they might fear the plants 
were being drowned, but they would 
learn a lesson in plant culture that 
would be of much benefit. The florist 
waters his plants (with a few excep- 
tions) either daily, every other day 
or twice a week, according to the 
weather, and when the watering is 
done the soil about the plant is com- 
pletely saturated. The pot being well 
provided at the bottom with drainage 
material—usually broken pieces of 
pots—the surplus water passes off, 
yet the soil Is so wet that the roots 
can absorb from it all the moisture 
required for the best development of 
top growth. 
One watering of this 


kind a week will do vastly more good 
to the plants than the daily sprink- 
ling so generally practiced.—Wom- 
an's Home Companion. 


OTHONXA CAPENSIS. 


The Othonna is quite commonly 


grown as a basket plant at the North. 
It is one of the very best trailing 
plants that we know for that purpose. 
We do not understand why it is not 
more generally cultivated in this 
State. 
It stands heat and drouth 


well, and is an ideal house plant. 
The Florist's Exchange gives an ac- 
count of it as follows: 


This is rather a peculiar looking 


little plant and highly interesting. 
When not In bloom :t would be some- 
what difficult fcr those unacquainted 
w}tri it just what natural order of 
plants to place it in. Othonna crassi- 
folia, it is sometimes called; in fact, 
probably best known by gardeners as 
such. 
And this older specific name 


of crassifolia seems most appropriate, 
as really the foliage resembles in a 
most marked degree some of the 
Seduni family. Therefore, when not 
In flower, one would naturally place 
this plant in the natural order of 
Crassulanceae, or that to which the 
sedams belong, but it does not belong 
here. 
The order compositae is its 


home, as can readily be seen when 
the plant opens its small yellow 
daisy-like Sowers. Othonna capensis 
is an excellent plant for hanging bas- 
kets or used for trailing over the 
sides of flower boxes. What is more, 
it withstands, in a marked degree, ex- 
tremes of temperature or moisture. 
There is no difficulty with its propa- 
gation, as a piece of its stem, broken 
off, will root readily.—Florida Agri- 
culturist.

PRACTICAL JOKE ON RECORD." 


The Bogus Captain Caught ~ 
Hit 
Nam© is Voight, He Is an Old Crim- 
inal and the Wonder I» That He 
Could Have Personated an Officer. 
The genial briprand who convulsed 
all Germany by raiding the Koepenlck 
municipal treasury and arresting the 
burgomaster while masquerading as 
a captain in the First Guards Regi- 
ment, was arrested a few days ago 
in a house in Lange street In the 
eastern quarter of Berlin. 


The colossal joker now turns out 
to be an ex-convict shoemaker nam- 
ed William Voight. " 5G years old, and 
he has spent 27 years of hl-s life In 
penal 
servitude. 


Volght*s capture has 
caused 
a 
fresh outburst of merriment In Ber- 
lin. 
He Is a slovenly, stoop-shoulder- 
ed old man. with a flat nose and bad 
teeth, and never by the wildest flight 
of fancy could his appearance be con- 
sidered military. 
The success of his 
coup is. therefore, all the more in- 
explicable. 


The climax, howeA'cr. comes in the 
announcement that Vpight has never 
been In the army! 


When arrested Voight was sitting 
at the table eating breakfast. 
His 
wonderful nerve did not ».'desert him. 
As the dilef 
Inspector strode 
into 
the room he glanced up. with a piece 
of sausage on the end of his fork, 
said ; 
"Good 
morning 
gentlemen/' 
and—swallowed the sausage. 


"If you have no objection," he then 
added. "I should like to 
finish 
my 
breakfast before accompanying you." 


The police inspectors, who were in 
a thoroughly good humor owing to 
their valuable capture, readily com- 
plied. 


Voight thereupon calmly 
finished 
hi'3 sausages, asked if it was a fine 
morning, permitted himself 
to 
be 
handcuffed, and was conveyed in a 
closed cab to police headnuartera. 


Soon after his arrival at headquar- 
ters Voight 
was 
confronted 
with 
his indignant victims from Koepen- 
lck. including I>r. Langerhans, 
the 
burgomaster. 


Dr. Langerhans merely pointed his 
finger 
at him and said. In a voice 
trembling with rage: 
''That is the 
man." 
Voight "cut" the burgomas- 
ter with a delightful air of hauteur. 
He neither smiled nor spoke, and as 
one of the inspectors afterwards said, 
"He did not look at the burgomaster, 
but through him." 


Aifter the identification was finish- 
ed Voight calmly announced that he 
was hungry, as he did 
not 
have 
enough breakfast. Thereupon the po- 
lice provided him with a sumptuous 
meal and half a bottle of wine. 


As he ate and drank Voight be- 
came more and more good-humored 
and inclined to treat the amused po- 
lice ofilclals as his equals instead of 
his inferiors. 


His examination was 
punctuated 
by peals of laughter. 
It seemed ab- 
solutely impossible for the police of- 
ficials to realize that this grimy down- 
at-heels and battered old man—a typ- 
ical criminal in appearance, had suc- 
cessfully impersonated a smart army 
captain. 
They laughed again 
and 
again, and Voight, who was highly 
gratified at the impression he had 
produced, finally told them the story 
of the raid from beginning to end. 


"I am not a criminal at heart," he 
declared. 
"I never Injured any pri- 
vate person by any one of my acts. I 
have only robbed public institutions 
which could easily bear the loss of 
the goods or money seized by my- 
self." 


He was extremely proud of 
the 
Koepenlck raid, he said. 
At first he 
thought of attempting a similar coup 
at the. Berlin' municipality, but the 
element of risk was too great. 


"You must not blame Dr. Langer- 
hans for submitting to arrest/' he 
said, loftily. 
"I made up my mind 
that I would not allow any discus- 
sion, 
Had tlie burgomaster 
resist- 
ed, I should have ordered 'my' ©01- 
diers to fire. They would have done 
so." 


Voight's 
appearance 
in 
civilian 
clothes shows what a 
miraculous 
power a military uniform possesses 
In Germany. 
He Is not only a habit- 
ual criminal, but he looks like a per- 
fect rufllan. 
He has coarse, irregu- 
lar features, sharp cheek-bones, wide 
ears, and sunken eyes, and suggests 
literally what he is—an ex-convict. 


Voight's criminal eareer 
is 
long 
and varied. 
Af the age of 14 he was 
sentenced to six months' 
imprison- 
ment for theft. 
A year later he re- 
turned to gaol for nine months for 
a similar offense. At IS he was award- 
ed ten years' penal servitude for burg- 
lary. 


After t.hlK he lived honestlv for 
some years as a shoemaker, but was 
sentenced in 1891 to 
fifteen 
years' 
penal servitude for robbery with vio- 
lence. 
Altogether Voight has only 
enjoyed ten years of liberty since 
he became a man. 


Considering that he never served 
in the army, ^it is inexplicable how 
Voight oDtained that knowledge of 
military customs "'Ixich enabled him 
to play the part of an army officer 
to perfection. 


Voight is a criminal • type 
that 
would delight the heart of Professor 
Lombroso. 


The Illustrated London news char- 
acterizes the whole matter as "the 
greatest practical joke on record/'— 
Philadelphia Record.

Theîp Frightened Cries First Storm 
Signals to People of Mobile« 


Sea birds soaring la from Mobile 
Bay sounded the first note of alarm 
and In trao Paul Revere style warn- 
ed the people of that stricken city 
of the approach of tho coast storm 
that later brought such havoc to life 
and property. 
Throug-h some Inex- 
plalnable atmospheric condition these 
sea birds have 
advance 
knowledge 
of coming »storms, and they invariab- 
ly seek the shelter of the inland coun- 
try. 
Not only do they look to tlielr 
own safet5% but thoy shriek loudly as 
they soar to cover and herald their 
note of warning to man and beast. 


As early as Sunday night the peo- 
ple of ^lobile had given recognition 
to the first filghts of "Mother Gary's 
chickens." a rather timorous sea bird, 
which were coming In droves from 
the coast and passing Mobile in their 
early hasto 
for 
shelter. 
Monday 
morning the more 
courageous 
sea 
gulls began to follow in the path 
of the timid "Mother Gary's chick- 
ens," and later in the day 
whole 
flocks of pollcan-3 brought up the rear 
of the procession that was headed to 
safety. 


The shrill notes of these frightened 
birds could be 
plainly heard above 
the din and noise of the busy city, 
and in the outskirts their presence 
had been widely 
commented 
uix>n 
and accepted as a sure forerunner of 
the disaster that followed so soon 
after. 
Tho people had no further 
knowledge of the coming storm than 
that supplied by these aquatic birds 
but that was assurance enough to 
satisfy all that a storm was Invad- 
ing the coast section 
and that It 
might take Its course up the bay. 


Throughout Monday the 
presence 
of the frightened birds from the coast 
was the feature of conversation. 
By 
Monday night there had been such 
a general storm discussion that the 
people of Mobile no longer doubted 
the storm's coming, but only specu- 
lated on the time of lbs arrival. The 
day and night of Monday had been 
a period of warning and early Tues- 
day morning the first signs of the 
storm were visible. By Tuesday night 
Mobile was a stricken city the extent 
oi life and property loss still being 
a matter of much doubt, but sufficient 
to have it recorded as among 
the 
notable disasters of the year.—Mem- 
phis Commercial Appeal. 


HIGH VELOCITIES SPOIL GUNS, 


Coast Defense Weapon Would 
Not 
Last Through Single Engage- 
ment. 


That the twelve-inch gun now in 
use at most of the coast fortiiica 
tions of the United States would not 
last through an engagement of two 
hours is the assertion made in his 
annual report by Brig.-Gen. William 
Crozier, chief of ordnance. 


This Is the period that would elaiyse 
from the time the leading vessel of 
a fleet would come within range un- 
til the last vessel would pass beyond 
range. 


Gen. Grozler thinks that it is of the 
utmost importance that some method 
be devised whereby necessary 
gun 
power can be secured with less cast 
than is involved in using the 
pro- 
jectiles of very high velocities now 
employed, with 
the 
accompanying 
rapid wearing away of the rifling. 


The twelve-inch gun will last for 
about sixty pounds, and as it Is cap- 
able of being fired forty-five times 
an hour, the limit of its life could 
be reached in less than an hour and 
a half. 


Similar statements 
can be made 
with regard to guns of smaller cali- 
bres, says the report, although as the 
calibre diminishes 
the 
admissible 
velocity increases. 


By lowering the velocity of the 12- 
Inch projectile from 2,500 to 2.250 
feet per second the life of the gun is 
increased to 200 pounds. 


The penetration of armor would be 
reduced, that of the 12-inch gun at 
10,000 yards 
coming 
down 
from 
about lOi/é inches to about 9 inches, 
and the range at which its projectiles 
would penetrate 12 inches of armor 
plate being reduce:! from about S,000 
yard to about G,000 yards. 


Gen. Grozler says that by using 
in the situations requiring greatest 
power a 14-inch gun with 2,150 feet 
per second velocity of projectile, in- 
stead of the 12-inch gun. the army 
would secure a better sun and one 
which.would last four times as long. 


He adds that the TafL boar-J recom- 
mended this gun. and that the depart- 
ment has decided to use it in place of 
the 12-inch gun in situations where 
the highest power is required.—New 
York Mail.

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HYDRANGEA PANIGULATA. 


This mngniilcent hardy shrub de- 
serves better treatment than It gets. 
If left to grow as it pleases, the weak 
stems cannot support its panicles of 
bloom, and must be tied or propped 
up. 
To get the best results set fi 
three-year-old plant, give it a well 
drained situation, away from other 
plants; feed It well, remove all buds 
and prune severely for two years, 
and the third year you will have a 
plant with thick, stocky stem which 
will give you magnificent returns for 
your care. 
The shrub is hardy as an 
oak, and will almost take care of it- 
self, but appreciates good treatment» 


Home-Made Fruit Wagon For Hand- 
ling Barrels. 


QUIGK W^ORK. 


The rapidity with which an ex- 
perienced picker can gather apples, 
where the picking is good» ia aston- 
ishing. 
One picker has a record of 
gathering 100 barrels of apples be- 
tween daylight and 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
Two barrels were picked 
in Just ten minutes, being at the rate 
of 120 barrels for ten hours. 
Such 
picking is not desirable, but it sim- 
ply 
demonstrates 
how 
extremely 
active and skillful some pickers may 
become by constant practice. 
It may 
be said that a good, fair day's work 
should average eighteen to twenty 
barrels; this means, with good pick- 
ing, that the fruit should be carefully 
picked and placed in the basket, and 
emptied into the barrels in such a 
manner as to prevent bruising. 


Apples should never be handled 
but twice, once from the tree and 
again from the sorting table. 
When 
the sorting and packing is done in 
the field, the picker may deposit his 
apples direct upon the table; other- 
wise, they should be placed in boxes, 
crates or barrels, and be removed at 
once to the packing-house, at which 
place they will be cooler, and sorted 
at some later time. 


HOW TO WATER PLANTS. 


Improper watering 
is often the 
cause of failure with plants. 
The 
usual plan is to daily sprinkle a small 
quantity of water in each pot con- 
taining a plant. 
If those who water 
plants in this manner, as most be- 
ginners do, could see the florist water 
his plants, they might fear the plants 
were being drowned, but they would 
learn a lesson in plant culture that 
would be of much benefit. The florist 
waters his plants (with a few excep- 
tions) either dally, every other day 
or twice a week, according to the 
weather, and when the watering is 
done the soil about the plant is com- 
pletely saturated. 
Tho pot being well 
provided at the bottom with drainage 
material—usually broken pieces of 
pots—the surplus water passes off, 
yet the soil is so wet that the roots 
can absorb from it all the moisture 
required for the best development oi 
top growth. 
One watering of this 
kind a week will do vastly more good 
to the plants than the daily sprink- 
ling so generally practiced.—Wom- 
an's Home Gompanion. 


OTHONNA 
GAPENSIS. 


The Othonna is quite commonly 
grown as a basket plant at the North. 
It is one of the very best trailing 
plants that we know for that purpose. 
We do not understand why it is not 
more 
generally 
cultivated 
in 
this 
State. 
It stands heat and 
drouth 
well, and js an ideal house plant. 
The Florist's Exchange gives an ac- 
count of it as follows: 


This is rather a peculiar looking 
little plant and highly 
interesting. 
When not in bloom it would be some- 
what difllcuU for those unacquainted 
wjth it just what natural order of 
plants to place it in. 
Othonna crassi- 
folia, it is sometimes called; in fact, 
probably best known by gardeners as 
such. 
And this older specific namo 
of crassifolia seems most appropriate, 
as really the foliage resembles in a 
most marked degree some of 
the 
Sedum family. 
Therefore, when not 
in fiower, one would naturally place 
this plant in the natural order of 
Grassulanceae, or that to which the 
sedums belong, but it does not belong 
here. 
The order compositae is its 
home, as can readily be seen when 
the 
plant 
opens its 
small 
yellow 
daisy-like fiowers. Othonna capensis 
is an excellent plant for hanging bas- 
kets or used for trailing over the 
sides of flower boxes. 
What is more, 
it withstands, Jn a marked degree, ex- 
tremes of temperature or moisture. 
There is no difficulty with its propa- 
gation, as 
piece of its stem, broken 
off, will root readily.—Florida Agri- 
culturist.

grandparents did. 
The reasons suggested for it are

The Bogus Captain Caught — Hit 
Name is Voight, He Is an Old Crim­ 
inal and the Wonder Is That He 
Could Have Personated an Officer. 
The genial brigand who convulsed 
all Germany by raiding the Koepenick 
municipal treasury and arresting the 
burgomaster while masquerading as 
a captain in the First Guards Regi­ 
ment, was arrested a few days ago 
in a house in Lange street in tho 
eastern quarter of Berlin. 


The colossal joker now turns out 
to he an ex-convict shoemaker nam­ 
ed William Voight, 5G years old, and 
he has spent 27 years of his life in 
penal servitude. 


Voight’s capture has 
caused 
a 
fresh outburst of merriment in Ber­ 
lin. He is a slovenly, stoop-shoulder- 
ed old man, with a flat nose and bad 
teeth, and never by the wildest flight 
of fancy could his appearance be con­ 
sidered military. 
The success of his 
coup is, therefore, all the more in­ 
explicable. 


The climax, however, comes in the 
announcement that Voight has never 
been in the army! 


When arrested Voight was sitting 
at the table eating breakfast. 
His 
wonderful nerve did not desert him. 
As the chief inspector strode into 
the room he glanced up, with a piece 
of sausage on the end of his fork, 
said: 
“Good 
morning 
gentlemen,” 
and—swallowed the sausage. 


“If you have no objection,” he then 
added, ”1 should like to finish 
any 
breakfast before accompanying you.” 
The police inspectors, who were in 
a thoroughly good humor owing to 
their valuable capture, readily com­ 
plied. 


Voight thereupon calmly 
finished 
his sausages, asked if it was a fine 
morning, permitted himself 
to 
be 
handcuffed, and was conveyed in a 
closed cab to police headnuartera. 


Soon after his arrival at headquar­ 
ters Voight 
was 
confronted 
with 
his indignant victims from Koepen­ 
ick, including Dr. Langerhans, the 
burgomaster. 


Dr. Langerhans merely pointed his 
finger at him and said, in a voice 
trembling with rage: 
‘That is the 
man.” 
Voight “cut” the burgomas­ 
ter with a delightful air of hauteur. 
He neither smiled nor spoke, and as 
one of the inspectors afterwards said, 
“He did not look at the burgomaster, 
but through him.” 


Aifter the identification was finish­ 
ed Voight calmly announced that he 
was hungry, as he did 
not 
have 
enough breakfast. Thereupon the po­ 
lice provided him with a sumptuous 
meal and half a bottle of wine. 


As he ate and drank Voight be­ 
came more and more good-humored 
and inclined to treat the amused po­ 
lice officials as his equals instead of 
his inferiors. 


His examination was 
punctuated 
by peals of laughter. It seemed ab­ 
solutely impossible for the police of­ 
ficials to realize that this grimy down- 
at-heels and battered old man—a typ­ 
ical criminal in appearance, had suc­ 
cessfully impersonated a smart army 
captain. 
They laughed again 
and 
again, and Voight, who was highly 
gratified at the impression he had 
produced, finally told them the story 
of the raid from beginning to end. 


“I am not a criminal at heart,” he 
declared. 
“I never injured any pri­ 
vate person by any one of my acts. I 
have only robbed public institutions 
which could easily bear the loss of 
the goods or money seized by my­ 
self.” 


He was extremely proud of 
the 
Koepenick raid, he said. 
At first he 
thought of attempting a similar coup 
at th e , Berlin municipality, but the 
element of risk was too great. 


“You must not blame Dr. Langer­ 
hans for »submitting to arrest/’ he 
said, loftily. 
“I made up my mind 
that I would not allow any discus­ 
sion, 
Had the burgomaster resist­ 
ed, I should have ordered ‘my’ sol­ 
diers to fire. They would have done 
so.” 


Voight’s 
appearance 
in 
civilian 
clothes shows what a 
miraculous 
power a military uniform possesses 
in Germany. He is not only a habit­ 
ual criminal, but he looks like a per­ 
fect ruffian. 
He has coarse, irregu­ 
lar features, sharp cheek-bones, wide 
ears, and sunken eyes, and suggests 
literally what he is—an ex-convict, 
Voight’s criminal -career is long 
and varied. At’ the age of 14 he was 
sentenced to six months' imprison­ 
ment for theft. 
A year later he re­ 
turned to gaol for nine months for 
a similar offense. At IS he was award­ 
ed ten years' penal servitude for burg­ 
lary. 


After this he lived lionestlv for 
some years as a shoemaker, but was 
sentenced in 1891 to fifteen years’ 
penal servitude for robbery with vio­ 
lence. 
Altogether Voight has only 
enjoyed ten years of liberty since 
he became a man. 


Considering that he never served 
in the army, vit is inexplicable how 
Voight ootained that knowledge of 
military customs ”rMch enabled him 
to play the part of an army officer 
to perfection. 


Voight is a criminal * type 
that 
would delight the heart of Professor 
Lorabroso. 


The Illustrated London news char­ 
acterizes the whole matter as “the 
greatest practical joke on record/'“ 
Philadelphia Record.

M A BIRDS GAVE WARNING* 


Their Frightened Cries First Storm 
Signals to People of Mobile. 


Sea birds soaring ia from Mobile 
Bay sounded the first note of alarm 
and in true Paul Revere style warn­ 
ed the people of that stricken city 
of the approach of the coast storm 
that later brought such havoc to life 
and property. 
Through some inex- 
plainable atmospheric condition these 
sea birds have 
advance 
knowledge 
of coming »storms, and they invariab­ 
ly seek the shelter of the inland coun­ 
try. 
Not only do they look to their 
own safety, but they shriek loudly as 
they soar to cover and herald their 
note of warning to man and beast. 


As early as Sunday night the peo­ 
ple of Mobile had given recognition 
to the first flights of “Mother Cary’s 
chickens,” a rather timorous sea bird, 
which were coming in droves from 
the coast and passing Mobile in their 
early hasto 
for 
shelter. 
Monday 
morning the more 
courageous 
sea 
gulls began to follow in the path 
of the timid “Mother Cary’s chick­ 
ens,” and later in the day whole 
flocks of pelicans brought up the rear 
of the procession that was headed to 
safety. 


The shrill notes of these frightened 
birds could be 
plainly heard above 
the din and noise of the busy city, 
and in the outskirts their presence 
had been widely 
commented 
upon 
and accepted as a sure forerunner of 
the disaster that followed so soon 
after. 
The people had no further 
knowledge of the coming storm than 
that supplied by these aquatic birds 
but that was assurance enough to 
satisfy all that a storm was invad­ 
ing the coast section and that It 
might take Its course up the bay. 


Throughout Monday the presence 
of the frightened birds from the coast 
was the feature of conversation. 
By 
Monday night there had been such 
a general storm discussion that the 
people of Mobile no longer doubted 
the storm’s coming, but only specu­ 
lated on the time of ibs arrival. The 
day and night of Monday had been 
a period of warning and early Tues­ 
day morning the first signs of the 
storm were visible. By Tuesday night 
Mobile was a stricken city the extent 
^ d property loss still being 
a matter of much doubt, but sufficient 
to have it recorded a3 among the 
notable disasters of the year.—Mem­ 
phis Commercial Appeal. 


HIGH VELOCITIES SPOIL GUNS, 


Coast Defense Weapon Would Not 
Last Through Single Engage­ 
ment. 


That the twelve-inch gun now in 
use at most of the coast fortifica­ 
tions of the United States would not 
last through an engagement of two 
hours is the assertion made in his 
annual report by Brig.-Gen. William 
Crozier, chief of ordnance. 


This Is the period that would elapse 
from the time the leading vessel of 
a fleet would come within range un­ 
til the last vessel would pass beyond 
range. 


Gen. Crozier thinks that it is of the 
utmost importance that some method 
be devised whereby necessary gun 
power can be secured with less cast 
than is involved in using the 
pro­ 
jectiles of very high velocities now 
employed, with 
the 
accompanying 
rapid wearing away of the rifling. 


The twelve-inch gun will last for 
about sixty pounds, and as it Is cap­ 
able of being fired forty-five time3 
an hour, the limit of its life could 
be reached in less than an hour and 
a half. 


Similar statements can be made 
with regard to guns of smaller cali­ 
bres, says the report, although as the 
calibre diminishes 
the 
admissible 
velocity increases. 


By lowering the velocity of the 12- 
inch projectile from 2,500 to 2,250 
feet per second the life of the gun is 
increased to 200 pounds. 


The penetration of armor would be 
reduced, that of the 12-Inch gun at 
10,000 yards 
coming 
down 
from 
about 10% inches to about 9 inches, 
and the range at which its projectiles 
would penetrate 12 inches of armor 
plate being reduce:! from about 8,000 
yard to about 6,000 yards. 


Gen. Crozier says that by using 
in the situations requiring greatest 
power a 14-inch gun with 2,150 feet 
per second velocity of projectile, in­ 
stead of the 12-inch gun, the army 
would secure a better gun and one 
which.would last four times as long. 


He adds that the Taft boar! recom­ 
mended this gun, and that the depart­ 
ment has decided to use it in place of 
the 12-inch gun in situations where 
the highest power is required.—New 
York Mail.

HYDRANGEA PANICULATA. 


This magnificent hardy shrub de­ 
serves better treatment than it gets. 
If left to grow a3 it pleases, the weak 
stems cannot support its panicles of 
bloom, and must be tied or propped 
up. 
To get the best results set a 
tliree-year-old plant, give it a well 
drained situation, away from other 
plants; feed it well, remove all buds 
and prune severely for two years, 
and the third year you will have a 
plant with thick, stocky stem which 
will give you magnificent returns for 
your care. The shrub is hardy as an 
oak, and will almost take care of it­ 
self, but appreciates good treatment. 


Home-Made Fruit Wagon For Hand­ 
ling Barrels. 


QUICK WORK. 


The rapidity with which an ex­ 
perienced picker can gather apples, 
where the picking is good, is aston­ 
ishing. 
One picker has a record of 
gathering 100 barrels of apples be­ 
tween daylight and 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon. Two barrels were picked 
in just ten minutes, being at the rate 
of 120 barrels for ten hours. 
Such 
picking is not desirable, but it sim­ 
ply 
demonstrates 
how 
extremely 
active and skillful some pickers may 
become by constant practice. It may 
be said that a good, fair day’s work 
should average eighteen to twenty 
barrels; this means, with good pick­ 
ing, that the fruit should be carefully 
picked and placed in the basket, and 
emptied into the barrels in such a 
manner as to prevent bruising. 


Apples should never be handled 
but twice, once from the tree and 
again from the sorting table. 
When 
the sorting and packing is done in 
the field, the picker may deposit his 
apples direct upon the table; other­ 
wise, they should be placed in boxes, 
crates or barrels, and be removed at 
once to the packing-house, at which 
place they will be cooler, and sorted 
at some later time. 


HOW TO WATER PLANTS. 
Improper watering is often the 
cause of failure with plants. 
The 
usual plan is to daily sprinkle a small 
quantity of water in each pot con­ 
taining a plant. 
If those who water 
plants in this manner, as most be­ 
ginners do, could see the florist water 
his plants, they might fear the plants 
were being drowned, but they would 
learn a lesson in plant culture that 
would be of much benefit. The florist 
waters his plants (with a few excep­ 
tions) either daily, every other day 
or twice a week, according to the 
weather, and when the watering is 
done the soil about the plant is com­ 
pletely saturated. The pot being well 
provided at the bottom with drainage 
material— usually broken pieces of 
pots—the surplus water passes off, 
yet the soil is so wet that the roots 
can absorb from it all the moisture 
required for the best development of 
top growth. 
One watering of this 
kind a week will do vastly more good 
to the plants than the daily sprink­ 
ling so generally practiced.— Wom­ 
an’s Home Companion. 


OTHONNA CAPENSIS. 


The Othonna is quite commonly 
grown as a basket plant at the North. 
It is one of the very best trailing 
plants that we know for that purpose. 
We do not understand why it is not 
more generally cultivated in this 
State. 
It stands heat and drouth 
well, and Js an ideal house plant. 
The Florist’s Exchange gives an ac­ 
count of it as follows: 


This is rather a peculiar looking 
little plant and highly interesting. 
When not In bloom it would be some­ 
what difficult for those unacquainted 
wjth it just what natural order of 
plants to place it in. Othonna crassi- 
folia, it is sometimes called; in fact, 
probably best known by gardeners as 
such. 
And this older specific namo 
of crassifolia seems most appropriate, 
as really the foliage resembles in a 
most marked degree some of the 
Sedum family. 
Therefore, when not 
in flower, one would naturally place 
this plant in the natural order of 
Crassulanceae, or that to which tho 
sedums belong, but it does not belong 
here. 
The order compositae is its 
home, as can readily be seen when 
the plant opens its small yellow 
daisy-like flowers. Othonna capensis 
is an excellent plant for hanging bas­ 
kets or used for trailing over the 
sides of flower boxes. What is more, 
it withstands, in a marked degree, ex­ 
tremes of temperature or moisture. 
There is no difficulty with its propa­ 
gation, as a piece of its stem, broken 
off, will root readily.— Florida Agri­ 
culturist.

Tho word "nutsa!” or "slave” has 
hitherto been used by all the Man­ 
churian officials as well as military 
officials in addressing the Throne, but 
it is now proposed to stop such words 
being used hereafter and 
to 
order

administrative system is published.—

Of The Farmers' Institute Held 
in New Oxford, Friday and 
Saturday, Dec. 21 and 22. 


Of all Farmers' Institutes held in New 


Oxford the Institute which closed Satur- 
day evening, Dec. 22, stands unsurpass- 
ed in attendance and general interest 
displayed by both the farmers and men 
of other callings, as well as the local 
committee and those who assisted by 
their introductory remarks, and by the 
fine quality of the music, both vocal and 
instrumental, conveying to the County 
Chairman and the visiting speakers the 
gratifying intelligence that Farmers' In- 
ttitutes in New Oxford are becoming 
more popular and appreciated from year 
to year, and that their good ivorkis not 
falling upon barren ground.

istry and the valuable aid which through 
it was rendered the former.

During this discourse 
Prof. Owens went on to show that the 
stable manure is of more value to the 
farmer because it not only contains all 
the plant food that is contained in com 
mercial fertilizer but also humous, or de- 
caying vegetable matter, that great agen- 
cy which while decomposing in the soil 
gives off nitrogen which it sucked from 
the atmosphere when it was a growing 
plant; be also said that where this hu 
mus was sibsent in the soil it could be 
supplied by plowing down a crop of any 
Ittguminous plant, as clover, alfalfa or 
cow.peas, and this kind or fertilizer is 
the cheapest for the farmer. He enter- 
ed into, and explained tbe many details 
of their chemical action which takes 
when vegetable matter lies in the soil 
decaying and liberating other plant food 
that lies there iu an unavailable coudi 
tion.

BETTER THAN MEADOW HAY. 


Ton for ton, many farmers are 


finding out that unthrashed oats, cut 
when the grain is in the rather soft 
dough (milky) state, and cnt fine 
with a stalk cutter, are better than 
meadow hay—cut equally fine—to 
feed cattle, especially 
milch 
cows. 


As a role good farmers raise far 
more weight of oats to the acre than 
of hay. 


FIGHTING PARASITES. 


Parasites 
develop rapidly 
and 


should never be allowed to exist If 
possible, as the sooner the work of 
stamping out the cause of the disease 
Is done, the less labor 
required- 


Minute fungi should be carefully 
sought and fought with the spray- 
ing mixtures. The spores increase so 
rapidly that a day's delay may result 
in heavy loss. 
Each form has its 


own habits, requiring prompt and 
hasty work for its suppression. Near- 
ly all plant diseases are the result of 
fungus growth. 


POMACE FOR CATTLE FOOD. 
Cider pomace is used to a large 


extent for cattle food, but opinions 
differ as to its real value. Some have 
claimed It equal to sugar beets, while 
other feeders have declared it not 
worth hauling from the mill. At the 
Vermont Station apple pomace, en- 
silaged, and used supplementary to 
and in part as a substitute for corn 
ensilage, was found to be relished by 
cows, and the results of four tests 
found it to be about equivalent in 
feeding value to corn ensilage. 'No 
doubt much of the 
dissatisfaction 


with pomace has been owing to care- 
lessness. It has been allowed to fer- 
ment and freeze and thaw until it is 
unfit for food. 
Bat when packed 


tightly in the silo, pomace will keep 
in good condition.—American Culti- 
vator. 


BARN DOOR LATCH.

ADVANTAGES OF THE SILO. 
It has come to be well understood 


that silage is" equally good for feed- 
ing beef "cattle and dairy cows. It Is 
a form of food which projects a. qual- 
ity much like grass throughout the 
winter season, and like grass keeps 
up healthful conditions fed "along 
with dry forage and grain. 
Being 


palatable it aids much in the con- 
snmntion of foods 
It is well stated 


by a writer on silage that its influ- 
ence on digestion and health of ani- 
mals is excellent according to all 
tests and observations. He says: It 
Is a mild laiative, and acts in thia 
way very similar to green fodders. 
The good accounts reported of the 
prevention of milk fever by the feed- 
ing of silage are explained by the lax- 
ative influence of the feed. 


The silo furnishes a feed of uni- 


form quality, and always near at 
hand, available at any time during 
the whole year or winter. No need 
of fighting the elements nor wading 
through snow or mud to haul it from 
the field. Once in the silo the hard { 
work is over, and the farmer can rest 
easy as to the supply of roughage for 
his stock during the winter. 


Less room is required for the stor- 


age of a silo of the product from an 
acre of land, than in cured condition 
in a barn. A ton of hay stored in 
the mow will fill a space of at least 
400 cubic feet, a ton of silage a space 
of about fifty cubic feet. Considering 
the dry matter contained in both 
feeds we find that 8000 pounds of 
silage contains about as much dry 
matter as 2323 pounds of hay, or 160 
against 465 cable feet 
That is, it 


takes nearly three times as much 
room to store the same quality of 
food materials In hay as la silage.— 
Indiana Farmer.

"saw" of the sawfish, is'discussed by 
P. Pappenheim in a German Natural 
History, periodical. The author points 
out that the few observers who hare 
seen the animal living hare not ap- 
parently noticed the real uss of the 
saw. A study of the contents of the 
stomach of the sawfish, and the pe- 
culiar articulation of the skull with 
the vertebral column, lead to the con- 
clusion that the saw is used pri- 
marily for rapid grubbing and bur- 
rowing in the mud and gravel. A 
secondary use may be protective, but 
there is no evidence that the saw is 
need as a weapon for ramming. Al- 
bert Gunther, in an article on the 
Rays, to which group 'the sawfish be- 
longs, says: "The saw is a most for- 
midable weapon of offense, by means 
of which the fish tears pieces of flesh 
off the body of its victim, or rips open 
its abdomen, to feed on the protrud- 
ing intestines."

As a rule good farmers raise far 
more weight of oats to the acre than 
of hay. 


FIGHTING PARASITES. 


Parasites 
develop 
rapidly 
and 
should never be allowed to exist if 
possible, as the sooner the work of 
stamping out the cause of the disease 
is done, the less labor 
required. 
Minute 
fungi 
should 
be carefully 
sought and fought with the spray- 
ing mixtures. The spores increase so 
rapidly that a day's delay may result 
in heavy loss. 
Each form has its 
own habits, requiring 
prompt 
and 
hasty work for its suppression. Near- 
ly all plant diseases are tho result of 
fungus growth.

A study of the contents of the 
stomach of the sawfish, and the pe- 
culiar articulation of the skull with 
the vertebral column, lead to the con- 
clusion that the saw is used pri- 
marily for rapid grubbing and bur- 
rowing in the mud and gravel. 
A 
secondary use may be protective, but 
there is no evidence that tho saw is 
used as a weapon for ramming, 
Al- 
bert Gunther, in an Article on the 
Rays, to which group the sawfish be- 
longs, says: "The saw is a most for- 
midable weapon of offense, by means 
of which the fish tears pieces of flesh 
off the body of Its victim, or rips open 
its abdomen, to feed on tho protrud- 
ing Intestines." 
"Saws' six feet long 
and one foot broad at the base are of 
common occurrence. 


POMACE FOR CATTLE FOOD. 
Cider pomace is used to a large 
extent for cattle food, but opinions 
differ as to its real value. Some have 
claimed it equal to sugar beets, while 
other feeders have declared it not 
worth hauling from the mill. At the 
Vermont Station apple pomace, en- 
silaged, and used supplementary to 
and in part as a substitute for corn 
ensilage, was found to be relished by 
cows, and the results of four teats 
found it to be about equivalent in 
feeding value to corn ensilage. ' No 
doubt much of 
the 
dissatisfaction 
with pomace has been owing to care- 
lessness. 
It has been allowed to fer- 
ment and freeze and thaw until it is 
unfit for food. 
Put 
when 
packed 
tightly in the silo, pomace will keep 
in good condition.—^American Culti- 
vator. 


BARN DOOR LATCH. 


The accompanylnglllustratlonfrom 
the Town hnd Country Journal, of 
Australia, shows a simple but effect- 
ive barn door latch, the details of 
construction being plainly given in 
the i)icture: The;piece rA works verti- 
cally behind an iron strip and catches 
behind a cleat fastened to the timber 
above the door. 
It should be long 
enough to be reached from the floor. 
It is manipulated by the lever B. 
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This is a pin In the door below the 
lever to keep the latter from falling 
below. 
The advantage of this latch 
over the one-piece swinging lever is 
that it never swings out where it 
would be in the way. 
It is self-ad- 
justable In case of door sags. 
The 
piece can be adjusted to suit the size 
of the door. 
It is easily constructed 
and cheap, there being no other ma- 
terials other than those found on 
every farm.

mals is excellent according to all 
tests and observations. 
He says: It 
is a mild laiative, and acts in thia 
way very similar to green fodders. 
The good accounts reported of the 
prevention of milk fever by the feed- 
ing of silage are explained by the lax- 
ative influence of the feed. 


The Pilo furnishes a feed of uni- 
form quality, and 
always near at 
hand, available at any time during 
the whole year or winter. 
No need 
of fighting the elements nor wading 
through snow or mud to haul it from 
the field. Once in the silo the hard 
work is over, and the farmer can rest 
easy as to the supply of roughage for 
his stock during the Avinter. 


Less room is required for the stor- 
age of a silo of the product from an 
acre of Jand, than in cured condition 
in a barn. 
A ton of hay stored in

FIGHTING PARASITES. 


Parasites 
develop 
rapidly 
and 
should never be allowed to exist if 
possible, as the sooner the work of 
stamping out the cause of the disease 
is done, the less labor 
required. 
Minute 
fungi 
should 
be carefully 
sought and fought with the spray­ 
ing mixtures. The spores increase so 
rapidly that a day's delay may result 
in heavy loss. 
Each form has Its 
own habits, requiring 
prompt and 
hasty work for its suppression. Near­ 
ly all plant diseases are the result of 
fungus growth. 


POMACE FOR CATTLE FOOD. 
Cider pomace is used to a large 
extent for cattle food, but opinions 
differ as to its real value. Some have 
claimed it equal to sugar beets, while 
other feeders have declared it not 
worth hauling from the mill. At the 
Vermont Station apple pomace, en­ 
silaged, and used supplementary to 
and in part as a substitute for corn 
ensilage, was found to be relished by 
cows, and the results of four tests 
found it to be about equivalent in 
feeding value to corn ensilage. * No 
doubt much of 
the 
dissatisfaction 
with pomace has been owing to care­ 
lessness. It has been allowed to fer­ 
ment and freeze and thaw until it is 
unfit for food. 
Put when packed 
tightly in the silo, pomace will keep 
in good condition.— American Culti­ 
vator.

bert Gunther, In an Article on the 
Rays, to which group the sawfish be­ 
longs, says: “The saw is a mo3t for­ 
midable weapon of offense, by means 
of which the fish tears pieces of flesh 
off the body of its victim, or rips open 
its abdomen, to feed on tho protrud­ 
ing intestines."

and one foot broad at the base are of 
common occurrence.

It is manipulated by the lever B. 


This is a pin In the door below the 
lever to keep the latter from falling 
below.

ADVANTAGES OF THE SILO. 
It has come to be well understood 
that silage is* equally good for feed­ 
ing beef cattle and dairy cows. It is 
a form of food which projects a qual­ 
ity much like grass throughout the 
winter season, and like grass keeps 
up healthful conditions fed 'along 
with dry forage and grain. 
Being 
palatable it aids much in the con­ 
sumption of foods. 
It is well stated 
by a writer on silage that its influ­ 
ence on digestion and health of ani­ 
mals is excellent according to all 
tests and observations. 
He says: It 
is a mild laxative, and acts in this 
way very similar to green fodders. 
The good accounts reported of the 
prevention of milk fever by the feed­ 
ing of silage are explained by the lax­ 
ative influence of the feed. 


The silo furnishes a feed of uni­ 
form quality, and always near at 
hand, available at any time during 
the whole year or winter. 
No need 
of fighting the elements nor wading 
through snow or mud to haul it from 
the field. 
Once in the silo the hard 
work is over, and the farmer can rest 
easy as to the supply of roughage for 
his stock during the winter. 


Less ropm is required for the stor­ 
age of a silo of the product from an 
acre of land, than in cured condition 
in a barn. 
A ton of hay stored in 
the mow will fill a space of at least 
400 cubic feet, a ton of silage a space 
of about fifty cubic feet. Considering

As a corollary, weather reports, la- 
sued at least daily, would be' fur- 
nished to every ship having a wire- 
less telegraph equipment. 
Then the 
dangers 
of 
navigation 
would 
be 
greatly lessened, and if a navigator 
can have twenty-four hours' warning 
of a storm that is moving in his di- 
rection, he can take measures to sail 
out of the probable track of the dis- 
turbance. or if that is Impracticable, 
take steps to have his ship in such a 
state of preparation that the danger 
of wreck is reduced to a minimum! 


^ By the use of wireless telegraphy, 
says Chief Moore, it will be possible 
to discover where storms originate, 
if that point of origin is within the 
regions in which ships sail in num- 
^bers great enough to afford opportu- 
nities for reports. 
On land and sea 
there are instruments which measure 
within a few feet of a break in an 
electric current. 
It will be possible 
to figure almost as closely with re- 
spect to destructive storms. 


AVinds Obey a Definite Law. 


Although it cannot be asserted with 
full knowledge that the assertion is 
true, it nevertheless appears that the 
winds obey as definite a law as every 
other phenomenon af nature. 
Obser- 
vation is the only method whereby 
an approximation of these laws can 
be obtained. 


Mr. Moore made an exposition of

Good as Far as It Went, 


If the wireless telegraph 
service 
had been in existence all the shipping 
in the lane leading from Europe to 
the. West Indies would have been 
warned of its approach, together with 
an accurate statement of the direc- 
tion it had when it departed from the 
ken of the observers on land. 


Navigators in that lane, knowing 
that the storm v/ould not strike any- 
thing to again ^ change its 
course, 
would have been ju'stified in believ- 
ing that it was coming straight for 
them, long before their barometers 


began shov/ing them the existence of 
a disturbance somewhere near them. 


It is a plain, simple proposition 
that the wireless impulses can be 
mritle to travel further and faster 
than the warnings of its coming that 
a storm sends to barometers. 
Unless 
wireless can send its impulses fur- 
ther and faster, the hoped for service 
will be of no benefit, except that it 
may bo able to indicate a Uttle more 
accurately the direction from which 
the disturbance is proceeding. 


There Is a good foundation upon 
which to rear the proposed super- 
structure. 
Great 
Britain, 
France, 
Germany and Spain, in Europe, and 
Japan, in the Orient, maintain weath- 
er services patterned after ours, the 
pioneer in that line of research, with 
which an exchange of news is main- 
tained, 
The daily weather maps-of 
those countries are sent to this Gov- 
ernment and all the storms reported 
to them are carefully recorded by the 
forces employed by this Government 
The other day in the Bureau of 
Ocean Meteorology, a cartographer 
was transferring the lines made by 
the 
J apañase cartographers 
to 
a 
blank map of his own. 
The Japan- 
ese record will be of use in the fu- 
ture to show v/hat was happening in 
the Eastern seas on a given day, and 
a comparison of such maps will ena- 
ble forecasters to obtain a good idea 
of what will happen elsewhere. 


International Agreement Needful, 


An international agreement, either 
In the form of a treaty or a mere 
agreement between the heads of the 
various services, will be needed to 
make the prpoosed service of value. 
It will be necessary to have it un- 
derstood what part of the seas each 
I nation 
will 
undertake 
to 
"cover" 
with its own reporters of phenomena, 
else there would be endless confu- 
sion. 


One great obstacle now to such a 
system is the light among the inven- 
tors of the various systems of wire- 
less 
telegraph 
instruments. 
They 
will 
not 
communicate 
with 
each 
other. 


That state of affairs will not exist 
a month after any one of the strong 
Governments decides that there must 
be an interchange between the rival 
systems such as 
made by the rail- 
roads of this country. 
This Govern- 
ment can forbid the transmission of 
messages for any system that refuses 
to exchange with another, just as 
easily as it can forbid the transpor- 
tation from one State to another of 
meat that has not been inspected by 
the Federal Government. 
The Na- 
tional Government has no right to 
force its Inspection upon citizens of 
any State, but its right to forbid or 
to regulate interstate commerce is 
unquestioned. 
The 
rival 
wireless 
systems could be treated in that way. 


The installation of such a service 
would be comparatively simple be- 
cause , nearly every branch of 
the 
Government service Is now equipped 
with wireless apparatus. 
When the 
nations decide upon what conditions 
the wireless companies may transmit 
their messages Into and across their 
territories the problem of collecting 
data for an ocean weather service 
will be reduced to the very sinipl« 
one of organization.

This explosive is said to 
be very powerful, but as It does not 
produce or liberate any noxious gases, 
so it is claimed, there is no necessity 
to leave the tunnel for a long time 
until such gases are cleared out or 
dissipated. Immediately after the ex- 
plosion the workmen can return te 
their labors. 


Another explosive which seems to 
bo really a "safety" one has re- 
cently been exhibited at California, 
and demonstrations have been very 
satisfactory. 
It Is made up in two 
separate parts, and these parts are 
kept separato until needed for use. 
All ordinary tests failed to explode 
either preparation separately, 
each 
being placed on a slab and 
then 
struck with Irons, while cap and fuse 
failed to produce an explosion. When 
mixed and exploded in the usual way, 
with cap and fuse, the effect was tre- 
mendous. 
In one case only one and

It is not at all improbable, however, 
that some day the original sources 
of this queen of gems may be dis- 
covered. 


The high price of diamonds has 
made the recent search for these pre- 
cious stones in the United States 'and 
Canada keener than ever before. 
A 
careful watch for diamonds was kept 
during the examination by the Uni- 
ted States Geological Survey of many 
samples of gold and platinum sands 
at the Lewis and Clark Exi)osition in 
Portland, Ore, 


A lookout for diamonds has also 
been kept by a number of people who 
have been dredging for gold on an 
extensive scale In the rivers of Cali- 
fornia. 
In neither case have any 
finds been reported,—Scientific Amer- 
ican, 


Clogs in the North of England. 
At least 4,000,000 pairs of clogs 
are sold in the northern counties of 
England every year. 
The "clog" Is a 
sort 
of shoe 
with a wooden sole 
(made in one piece) andaleathor top. 
The solo of the clog is finished with 
a set of "cokers" or "Irons," one for 
the heel and another for the front of 
the sole. 
These irons are made about 
a quarter of an inch wide, one-eighth 
of an Inch thick, and are made to fit 
the shape of the sole somewhat as a 
shoe is fitted to a horse's hoof.

RECIPES. 


Southern Corn- Bread.—One 
and 
threc-ouartor cups of white cornmcal. 
ono-halt a teaspoon of soda and the 
«amo amount of salt; one egg boatcn 
stiff and one cup of buttermilk. When 
all mixed together, add two table- 
spoons of molted butter and bake In 
a hot greased pan until a rich brown. 


Flannel Cakes.—Take two and 
u 
half cups of flour and four teaspoons 
of baking powder and a pinch of salt 
and sift into a bowl. 
Beat tho yolks 
of two eggs in another bowl, add two 
cups of milk and then mix with the 
flour In the larger bowl. 
Lastly add 
the beaten whites of the two eggs and 
fry tho battor in small cakes on a 
hot greased griddle. 


Crumpets.—Beat two eggs 
to 
n 
froth, add a teaspoon of salt and one 
of sugar; pour in a quart of aiilk and 
and 'beat again. Then add three pints 
of flour in which four teaspoons of 
baking i>owder have been mixed, and 
beat it all into a stiff batter. 
Bake 
in greased muflln rings on a hot grid 
die. 
These crumpets are also vory 
nice when split and toasted before n 
hot flre. When this Is clone. alwa>-« 
butter both sides and put together 
again before serving. 


Wafiles.—Sift a quarter of a tea 
spoon of soda and tho samo amount 
of salt into one and a quarter cups 
of 
flour. 
In another bowl boat the 
yolks of two eggs into a cup of sour 
milk. 
Then mix all together. 
Add 
three tablespoonsful of melted butter 
and then the stiffj-^beaten whites oi 
the three egg's. 
Pour into hot. well- 
'buttered greased waffle irons and bake 
first one side and then tho other \nv 
111 a golden brown. Remove from the 
waffle iron with a fork and servo at 
once. 


Childrens Fruit pin.-Use a puddins 
dish of crockery or enamel ware and 
place in tho centre a tcacup (witht)ut 
a handle) dpside down. 
If you use 
peaches, peel and cut them in "Bmall 
pieces, fllling up the dish all around 
the cup. 
Sweeten with sugar accord- 
ing to the tartness of the finiit. 
Add 
a few spoou'sfuls of \miev and a dredg- 
ing* of flour. When you use apples, 
cut them up. fine and heap up the 
dish, until a little above the cup. 
Sweeten and add sonic spicc, either 
nutmeg or cinnamon, and put little 
pieces of butter all about the top and 
a little water. 
Cover the entire top 
of tho dish Avith crust and cut slits 
at intervals or prick holes in the 
crust. 
Do not remove the cup until 
the pie is served at the table. 


Potato Puif.—Take two 
cups 
of 
cold mashed potatoes and stir into it 
one tablespoon of melted butter, beat- 
ing to a white crcam before adding 
anything else. Then put with this two 
ei?gs beaten extremely light, one cup 
cream and salt to taste. Beat all well, 
and pour into a deep disli and bake 
in a quirk oven until it is nice and 
brown. If properly -mixed It will como 
out of the oven light, puffy and de- 
lectable.

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Chief Moore Hopes For the Day When All Nations Will 
Unite For the Common Good—Would Have Ail Ships 
Equipped With WireIess//.v.V“//////“////AV///” " ” /.*.v.v 


Willis L. Moore, Chief of the 
American Weather Bureau, hopes to 
*ee the day when every ship of any 
size that sails the seven seas will be 
a r a th e r observatory, equipped with 
instruments furnished by the Weath­ 
er Bureau of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, and making daily reports of 
its observations, either directly to 
Washington or to some wireless tele­ 
graph station that will transmit them 
to this city, writes the Washington 
correspondent of 
the New 
York 
World. 


As a corollary, weather reports, is­ 
sued at least daily, would be fur­ 
nished to every ship having a wire­ 
less telegraph equipment. 
Then the 
dangers 
of 
navigation would 
be 
greatly lessened, and if a navigator 
can have twenty-four hours* warning 
of a storm that is moving in his di­ 
rection, he can take measures to sail 
out of the probablo track of the dis­ 
turbance, or if that is impracticable, 
take steps to have his ship in such a 
state of preparation that the danger 
of wreck is reduced to a minimum. 


i By the use of wireless telegraphy, 
says Chief Moore, it will be possible 
to discover where storms originate, 
if that point of origin is within the 
regions in which ships sail in num­ 
bers great enough to afford opportu­ 
nities for reports. 
On land and sea 
there are instruments which measure 
within a few feet of a break in an 
electric current. 
It will be possible 
to figure almost as closely with re­ 
spect to destructive storms. 


AYinds Obey a Definite Law. 


Although it cannot be asserted with 
full knowledge that the assertion is 
true, it nevertheless appears that the 
winds obey as definite a law as every 
other phenomenon af nature. 
Obser­ 
vation is the only method whereby 
an approximation of these laws can 
be obtained. 


Mr. Moore made an exposition of 
his thoughts 
011 the subject at a 
meeting of old-time telegraph opera­ 
tors* deeming them most worthy to 
he first to hear what he had in mind, 
because, 
without 
telegraphy, 
the 
weather service of to-day would not 
be in existence. 


The American weather service gave 
‘warnings of the approach of the last 
hurricane in time for all ships along 
the cbast above the southern end of 
Florida to get into shelter. The fact 
that the storm continued eastward 
after passing through the Straits of 
Florida instead of curving northward 
and come boiling up the coast does 
not detract from the value of the 
warning. The storm simply failed to 
go where it would have caused the 
greatest destruction had there been 
no'warning. 


Good as Far as It Went. 


If. the wireless telegraph service 
had been in existence all the shipping 
in the lane leading from Europe to 
the. West Indies would have been 
warned of its approach, together with 
an accurate statement of the direc­ 
tion it had when it departed from the 
ken of the observers on land. 


Navigators in that lane, knowing 
that the storm v/ould not strike any­ 
thing to again-change its course, 
would have been justified in believ­ 
ing that it was coming straight for 
them, long before their barometers 


began showing them the existence of 
a disturbance somewhere near them. 


It is a plain, simple proposition 
that the wireless impulses can be 
mrffle to travel further and faster 
than the warnings of its coming that 
a storm sends to barometers. Unless 
wireless can send its impulses fur­ 
ther and faster, the hoped for service 
will be of no benefit, except that it 
may be able to indicate a Uttle more 
accurately the direction from which 
the disturbance is proceeding. 


There is a good foundation upon 
which to rear the proposed super­ 
structure. 
Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Spain, in Europe, and 
Japan, in the Orient, maintain weath­ 
er services patterned after ours, the 
pioneer in that line of research, with 
which an exchange of news is main­ 
tained. 
The daily weather maps* of 
those countries are sent to this Gov­ 
ernment and all the storms reported 
to them are carefully recorded by the 
forces employed by this Government. 


The other day in the Bureau of 
Ocean Meteorology, a cartographer 
was transferring the lines made by 
the Japanase cartographers 
to 
a 
blank map of his own. 
The Japan­ 
ese record will be of use in the fu­ 
ture to show what was happening in 
the Eastern seas on a given day, and 
a comparison of such maps will ena­ 
ble forecasters to obtain a good idea 
of what will happen elsewhere. 


International Agreement Needful. 


An international agreement, either 
in the form of a treaty or a mere 
agreement between the heads of the 
various services, will be needed to 
make the prpoosed service of value. 
It will be necessary to have it un­ 
derstood what part of the seas each 
nation will undertake to “cover” 
with its own reporters of phenomena, 
olse there would be endless confu­ 
sion. 


One great obstacle now to such a 
system is the light among the inven­ 
tors of the various systems of wire­ 
less telegraph instruments. 
They 
will not communicate with each 
other. 


That state of affairs will not exist 
a month after any one of the strong 
Governments decides that there must 
be an interchange between the rival 
systems such as is made by the rail­ 
roads of this country. 
This Govern­ 
ment can forbid the transmission of 
messages for any system that refuses 
to exchange with another, just as 
easily as it can forbid the transpor­ 
tation from one State to another of 
meat that has not been inspected by 
the Federal Government. 
The Na­ 
tional Government ha3 no right to 
force its inspection upon citizens of 
any State, but its right to forbid or 
to regulate interstate commerce is 
unquestioned. 
The rival wireless 
systems could be treated in that way. 


The Installation of such a service 
would be comparatively simple be­ 
cause t nearly every branch of the 
Government service is now equipped 
with wireless apparatus. 
When the 
nations decide upon what conditions 
the wireless companies may transmit 
their messages Into and across their 
territories the problem of collecting 
data for an ocean weather service 
will be reduced to the very simpla 
one of organization. 


SAFETY EXPLOSIVES. 


Working in Bathing Suits. 


Mining coal in bathing suits from 
the bed of the Des Moines River is an 
occupation which has been followed 
by several laborers and teamsters. 


Large quantities of the best grade 
of soft coal have boon taken from the 
river and stored away to check tho 
chill of the coming winter, and many 
a poor man will be ready for old bor- 
eas when he makes his llrst appear­ 
ance in the form of a blizzard. 
The 
mining has all been done just below 
the 
city, 
and 
the 
distance 
has 
been much shorter to haul it than 
from the regular mines in this vicin­ 
ity. 


It has been known for years that 
several of the veins of coal mined in 
this county passed through the river 
£t a point just below the city. Until 
recent years the river has been too 
high to permit of much of the coal 
being taken out. 
No one has ever 
gone on record as laying claim to the 
coal, and while it was quite generally 
known to exist there has been no 
move toward removing or using it. 


Recently several men who wer* 
Idle 
located 
the veins and began 
work. 
They soon attracted atten­ 
tion, and others joined their ranks, 
until many were helping themselves. 
The stage of water permitted of their 
getting It out without resorting to 
diving suits and air hose. The tem­ 
perature of the water was agreeable 
to both miners and teams used in 
hauling it. Tho coal when excavated 
showed a good quality, and the men 
made hay while the sun shone.— 
Minneapolis Journal.

•Dangerous things aro never safe, 
yet constant experiment with th# 
most dangerous of all explosives has 
ovorcome very much of the danger 
and to insure the maximum of safety. 


A new preparation known as po- 
tnsamite, which has beeii recently 
subjected to severe tests, seems to b# 
a very desirable explosive to use in 
mining, especially underground, and 
in confined 
spaces 
where noxious 
gases are so troublesome and danger­ 
ous, and which are generated by tbs 
oxplosion. 
This explosive is Bald to 
be vory powerful, but as it does not 
produce or liberate any noxious gases, 
so it is claimed, there is no necessity 
to leave the tunnel for a long tim« 
until such gases are cleared out or 
dissipated. Immediately after the « - 
plosion the workmen can return te 
their labors. 


Another explosive which seems to 
bo really a "safety" one has re­ 
cently been exhibited at California, 
and demonstrations have been very 
satisfactory. 
It is made up in two 
separate parts, and these parts art 
kept separate until needed for use. 
All ordinary test3 failed to explode 
either preparation separately, each 
being placed on a slab and then 
struck with irons, while cap and fuse 
failed to produce an explosion. When 
mixed and exploded in the usual way, 
with cap and fuse, tho effect was tre­ 
mendous. 
In one case only one and 
one-half pounds completely shattered 
a rock of about seventy-five tons 
from a six-inch drill hole. 


As this explosive can be shipped 
any distance in safety by keeping tho 
twro preparations separate, it com­ 
mends itself to the carrying com­ 
panies also. 


With the Funny 


Diamonds in United States. 


Never before in the history of tho 
United States has there been such a 
demand for diamonds as there was 
In 1905. 
Largo quantities were im­ 
ported, but the country produced 
none. In 1903 it produced diamonds 
to the value of $50, in 1901 it had 
an output worth $100, in 1900 its 
production was valued at $150, and 
In 1899 the country boasted native 
diamonds to tho value of $300. 


Diamonds have been discovered in 
the United States in four different 
regions, but their actual place of ori­ 
gin Is in every case unknown. 
All 
ha\ "s been found in loose and super­ 
ficial deposits and all accidentally. 
It is not at all improbable, however, 
that some day the original sources 
of thi3 queen of gems may be dis­ 
covered. 


The high price of diamonds has 
made the recent search for these pre­ 
cious stones in the United States 'and 
Canada keener than ever before. 
A 
careful watch for diamonds was kept 
during the examination by the Uni­ 
ted States Geological Survey of many 
samples of gold and platinum sands 
at the Lewis and Clark Exx^osition in 
Portland, Ore. 


A lookout for diamonds has also 
been kept by a number of people who 
have been dredging for gold on an 
extensive scale in the rivers of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In neither case have any 
finds been reported.—Scientific Amer­ 
ican. 


Clogs in the North of England. 
At least 4,000,000 pairs of clogs 
are sold in the northern counties of 
England every year. The "clog" is a 
sort 
of shoe 
with a wooden sole 
(made in one piece) and a leather top. 
The sole of the clog is finished with 
a set of "cokers" or “irons," one for 
the heel and another for the front of 
the sole. These irons are made about 
a quarter of an inch wide, one-eighth 
of an inch thick, and are made to lit 
the shape of the sole somewhat as a 
shoo is fitted to a horse's hoof. 
A 
good trade might be built up by 
American manufacturers in supply­ 
ing either machine made wood soles 
or the "blocks" from which the hand 
sole makers shape the finished sole, 
as well as in the “irons" or “cokers."

RECIPES. 


Southern Corn» Bread.—One 
and 
three-quarter cups of white cornmeal, 
one-half a teaspoon of soda and the 
eamo amount of salt; one egg beaten 
stiff and one cup of buttermilk. When 
nil mixed together, add two table­ 
spoons of molted butter and bake in 
a hot greased pan until a rich brown. 


Flannel Cakes.—Take two and 
a 
half cups of flour and four teaspoons 
of baking powder and a pinch of salt 
and sift into a bowl. Beat tho yolks 
of two eggs In another bowl, add two 
cups of milk and then mix with the 
flour in the larger bowl. Lastly add 
the beaten whites of the two eggs and 
fry the batter in small cakes on a 
hot greased griddle. 


Crumpets.—Beat two eggs 
to 
n 
froth, add a teaspoon of salt and one 
of sugar; pour in a quart of milk and 
and boat again. Then add three pints 
of flour in which four teaspoons of 
baking powder have been mixed, and 
beat it all into a stiff batter. 
Bake 
in greased muffin rings on a hot grid 
die. 
These orumpets are also vory 
nice when split and toasted before a 
hot fire. When this is done, always 
butter both sides and put together 
again before serving. 


W a ffle s— Sift a quarter of a tea 
spoon of soda and the samo amount 
of salt into one and a quarter cups 
of flour. 
In another bowl beat the 
yolks of two eggs into a cup of sour 
milk. 
Then mix all together. 
Add 
three tablespoonsful of melted butter 
and then the stiffy*beaten whites oi 
the three eggs. Pour into hot, well* 
’buttered greased waffle irons and bake 
flrst one side and then tho other un­ 
til a golden brown. Remove from the 
waffle iron with a fork and serve at 
onco. 


Childrens Fruit Pie.—Use a pudding 
dish of crockery or enamel ware and 
place in the centre a tcacup (without 
a handle) tipside down. 
If you use 
peaches, peel and cut them in >mall 
pieces, Ailing up the dish all around 
the cup. Sweeten with sugar accord- 
ing to the tartness of the fruit. Add 
a few spoonfuls of water and a dredg­ 
ing* of flour. 
When you use apples, 
cut them u p . flne and heap up the 
dish, until a little above the cup. 
Sweeten and add some spice, either 
nutmeg or cinnamon, and put little 
pieces of butter all about the top and 
a little water. 
Cover the entire top 
of the dish with crust and cut slits 
at intervals or prick holes in the 
crust. Do not remove the cup until 
the pie is served at the table. 


Potato Puff.—Take two 
cups 
of 
cold mashed potatoes and stir into it 
one tablespoon of melted butter, beat­ 
ing to a white cream before adding 
anything else. Then put with this two 
eggs beaten extremely light, one cup 
cream and salt to taste. Beat all well, 
and pour into a deep dish and bake 
in a quick oven until it is nice and 
brown. If properly ‘mixed it will come 
out of the oven light, puffy and de­ 
lectable.
